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Disclosure to Promote the Right To Information 

Whereas the Parliament of India has set out to provide a practical regime of right to 
information for citizens to secure access to information under the control of public authorities, 
in order to promote transparency and accountability in the working of every public authority, 
and whereas the attached publication of the Bureau of Indian Standards is of particular interest 
to the public, particularly disadvantaged communities and those engaged in the pursuit of 
education and knowledge, the attached public safety standard is made available to promote the 
timely dissemination of this information in an accurate manner to the public. 
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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards on 24 May 1990, after the draft 
finalized by the Agricultural Tractors and Power Tillers Sectional Committee had been approved by 
the Food and Agriculture Division Council. 

Link type drawbars are used in lower links of three-point linkage of agricultural wheeled tractors 
for pulling the implements and trailers. The dimensions and other characteristics of this type of 
drawbar diflfer considerably. Consequently, the users of tractors experience difficulty in securing their 
implements. 

This standard has been prepared with a view to regulating the uniformity and the quality of 
the indigenous production of the drawbars and ensure interchangeability. Earlier IS 9545 ( Part 1): 
1980 'Drawbar for agricultural tractors : Part 1 Link type', was published to cover the provision of 
this type of drawbar. With a view to aligning the requirements with IS 4468 : 1986 'Dimensions for 
three-point linkage of agricultural wheeled tractors ( second revision )', this standard is being published. 
After the publication, this standard will supersede IS 9545 ( Part 1 ) : 1980. 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the 
final value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off" in 
accordance with IS 2 : 1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values {revised)\ The number of signi- 
ficant places retained in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this 
standard.

3 MATERIAL 

3.1 Materials used for the manufacture of draw- 
bar shall have a minimum tensile strength of 685 
MN/m" ( 70 kgf/mm^ ). 

4 HARDNESS 

4.1 The hardness of the material shall be 212 to 
253 ffB. 

5 DIMENSIONS 

5.1 The dimensions A^ D, F, and F when read in 
conjunction with Fig. 1 shall be the same as 



N, C, K, and L (lower hitch point ) respectively of 
Tables 2 and 3 for categories 1, 2 and 3 of 
IS 4468 : 1986. 

5.2 The minimum nominal cross-section of the 
flat (see B and C in Fig. 1 ) shall be 75 x 30 mm 
for categories 1 and 2, and 80 x 32 mm for category 
3 drawbars. Tolerances for the flats shall be as 
given in IS 1852 : 1985. 

5.3 The dimension G in Fig. 1 shall be minimum 
15 mm for categories 1 and 2 and 20 mm for cate- 
gory 3 drawbars. The dimension H in Fig. 1 shall 
be 25 ± 1 mm for categories 1 and 2 and 33 ± 
1 mm for category 3. 

5.4 The pitch of the holes {see J in Fig. 1 ) shall 
be 80 ± rs mm. The number of holes shall be 
7, 9 and 11 for categories 1,2 and 3 respectively 
and shall be symmetrically located, 

6 WORKMANSHIP AND FINISH 

6.1 The surface of the drawbar shall be smooth 
and free from cracks, pits, burrs and other visual 
defects. Sharp corners shall be avoided. 

7 MARKING AND PACKING 

7.1 Marking 

The drawbar shall be marked with the following 
particulars: 

a) Indication of the source of manufacture, 

b) Batch or code number, and 

c) Category. 

7.1.1 The drawbar may also be marked with the 
Standard Mark, details of which may be obtained 
from the Bureau of Indian Standards.
